While the real magnitude of the calam- 
ity may never be accurately ascertained, it 
ought to be possible, before long, to judge 
whether the number of passengers on board 
the Narragansett was within the minimum 
claimed by the company’or approached ‘the 
maximum calculated by outsiders.

THE DEMOCRATIO CONGRESS. 


The Forty-sixth Congress closed its second 
session yesterday, more than six months 
from the date of its convening. ' The session 
has-been a very barren one, and has made 
up in dullness for the excitement attending 
the one immediately preceding. None. of 
the questions which were agitated with so 
much fervor at that time have: attracted 
serious attention during the present session. 
The Democrats, warned by the popular dis- 
approval and even contempt with. which 
their savage threats to force 9 re- 
peal of the Election laws were 
visited, have touched these laws in 
the most gingerly manner, gradually aban- 
doning the coercive policy and contenting 
themselves with attempts at evasion and 
nullification which have come to, nothing. 


‘Apart from these, the time of Congress has 


been given up to ordinary business—the 
passage of the appropriation bills, the re- 
vision of the rules'in the House, the discus- 
sion of two or three abortive measures in 
the Senate, the inevitable flood of private 
bills in both houses, and persistent, . adroit; 
and unscrupulous dodging on finance and 
the tariff. The promises of economy with 
which the Democrats set out ‘have 
been.. disregarded, and some. most extrav- 
agant and unhecéséary appropriations, es- 
pecially in connection with the. rivers and 
harbors and public buildings, have been in- 
dulged in. The impression which the-work 
of the majority ‘has made on the country 


}may be briefly summed up: They have 


done nothing very good or very bad. 
Judged fromthe stand-point’ chosen by 
themiselves in the last campaign, the Demo- 
crate must regard their reeord at this session 
as one of mortifying failure. They pro- 
feesed the purpose to force.a repeal of 
the ‘Federal election system . at. any 
cost, and have not’ even seriously un- 
dertaken ‘the task.
